NEWS FROM COUNCIL BLUFFS,

Prof. Fawyer Writes Interestingly Abont
ths Publio 8obools

SCHOLARS WILL HAVE TO LEARN ENGLISH,

No Stab at the Classics, But O Iy n
Desire to Teach the Pupils
Thelr Muouther
Tongue.

The wnnunl report of Superintendent
Sawyer of the publie scnools, which was
submitted to the board at its last meeting,
containg many sugeestions along the line of
education which will be of Interest to the
public, One of the most noteworthy of his
statementsis the followlng:

“Tho basis of pubile instruction lu the
high schiools of every country tust by the
abitity to acourately speak and write the
langungs spoken by the people of that conn-
try. Conforming to this idea, the require
mout s now wmade that all puplls in the
Council Bilufs high school are honeeforth to
complete the gourse in Euglish composition,
whethor they pursue the business, the Eng-
lish or the olnssical course. Lot no one say
this 15 u stub at either CGierman or Latin
Either of these languages s vastly purer
and mors consistont than the English, but
the guestion Is not one of purity or strength;
it Is simply whoether Eogiish or some forelia
language should be made the pasis of in
struction in o land of English speaking
people,*!

He also refers to tho success ot his seneme
to no awiay with written examiuptions ns a
basls for promotios. T'he parents, teachers
and pupils, he sayvs, have all been led to
tektify to the beneficinl results of the change
from the fact that It bas done wway with
muech of the nervous striain thot was caused
by the approacn of the examiunuons under
the old plan, aud there is no doubt that the
present systemn bs a falrer one than that
where promotion deponds uvou the correct-
ness of the answer to ten guestions, The
teachors anlso state that sinee thie chinnge was
made the character of daily recitations has
been higher than before,

He alludes to the old maxim, **A sound
mind in o souna body," and recommends that
the board introduce gymmustic exercisces ns a
required part of the school work three duys
i n week, as he considers the physical quite
as fmportant as the iutellectual dovelopment,
of the ¢hild life,

Prof, Sawyer's remarks upon the subject
of moral trauning are worthy of reproduction
vervatim, Hespws:

“Oune of the prime duties of the public
school Is effective moral instruction, ‘The
exparience of school men {o all ages has been
that mere iontellectual trawing, without a
corresponding development of  the moral
nature, does not Hiv boys and girvls for prac-
tical life. Munny of the world's brightest

intelleots have beon steoped In erime. To
insuro  the highest good aud meet
the demands of the public, the moral

nature must be cultivated nlong with the in-
telloctual man.  The present course of study
recognizes this obligation, and theo course of
morals and manners introduced by Dr, E. E,
White into the Cincinnatl schools is the basoe
of Instruction, As indicating the churactey
of the worl, five of the twenty-six subjects

are presented, viz: Cleanliness ana neat-
ness, politeness, kiudness, truthfulness,
honor.'’

He calls attention to the fact that less than
20 per cent of the graduates from the public
schools ure boys und traces it to its several
causes—some drniaplm; out to engage in busi-
ness, others imagining they arve ovorcome by
o feoling of weariness, He thinks “‘most of
the boys who drop out from these causos sow
the seods of desertion when they become
mght scholars, At first they go upon the
strects only occasionally, nod witn no thought
of wrong, but once sturted upon a downward
course evorything seemod greased for tho
occasion, and era long thoy turn their backs
upon the schiool, infatuated by the idea that
they are men, and in various pursuits begin
a struggle for existence for which they nre
ill-prepared. When parents of ordinary in-
telligence and refinement first discover that
their sous are roving the streets night after
night they try to check the
evil Dy commanding the young
scions to stay at home. Suach commands
aveil nothing., The philosophy of the unsue-
cessful traning of boys consists, not in lssu-
iug orders about stayiug at home, but in pro-
viding that home with games and other
smusements that will make it more attrac-
tive than the stroot, [Por that class of boys
who aro dissatisfied with the present high
school course itis suggested thata brief
course in stenograpy and type writing be nd-
ded, nnd that s diploma be issued to each
gradunte, The pupil is quick to see the prac-
tical value and the immediale vse for such
acquirements, This may not be aremedy
but no rationnl experiment should be left un-
triva, For thoso bnf's who are kopt at home
for family support there is little encourayge-
ment. The dewand for physical is stronger
than the demand for mental fued. The right
of the parent to utilize the lavor of the son in
these cases has a solid basis—the 1aw of self-
preservition, and you the gloom of ignorance
darkens and saddens the lives of boys who
might otherwise take hign rank in society
aud the state,”

Panis, Aug. 22 —[New York Herald
Cable—Special to e Bee,|—In view of the
excitement 1o the wheat markets of the
world the Herald obtained the opinions hald
by the principal French importers us to tho
true condition of the markets here. M.
Michel Epprussi, who s king of the wheat
importers here, and who has o fleet of large
ships running between Sun Fruncisco and
Havre, is probably the greatest expert ou the
question of the corn supply and demand on
the continent. He is reported to have lost
20,000,000 franes dealing in whnoat. At this
moment when dealers in the United States
are anxiously watehing the Eurepean mar-
kets, Epprussi's practical opinion on the
situntion must he of the greatest interest,

He saia, “America must bo ecalled upon to
feed Burope during the fortbcoming twelve
months. America Is sonding us the finest
harvest she has ever gathered. Sha has now
the biggost quantity of wheat afloat ever

known. The harvest of wheat in Hungary,
Russia and France has proved
very meagre, All  winter wheat and
rye was lost, 1In  rance alone there

is a deficit of from 40,000,000 to H0,00M), 000
nectolitras, A hoetolitee is about three and
one-half bushels. Austealin has  already
givep Europs all she had at s ov 48 over the
ordinary price,"

On belng guestionod as o the prices
likely to rale later, Epprussi  said,
“1 am  firmly of the opioion that

thanks nro due for the bountiful supply
of wheat sent us from the United States, and
esnecinlly from the Pacitic coast. There will
be no approeciable vise in whoeat between now
and January next out after that dute we may
look forward to higher pricas.  As regards
the report thut Russian government will
protibit the exportation of wheat so s to
make 1t cneaper in that country, | don't
bolieve in it at arl,  Without a doubt certain
persons who have influence In Kussiau
have appreachoed the governmont with such
views, but | don't for & moment consider it
possible that the government would take
action in that direction.™

M. F'restal, one of the largest
dealers in Bavre, was found 1n the town hall,
where he acts as chial assistant to the

mayor, Whilst  speaking with reserve
he admitted it to  bs  his opinion
that prices were  likely o rmse, more

especially since the vad weather of the past
week, which had dmnaged crops on this
side considerably. At the same time he con-
sidered tnat the rise had been largely tlc-
titlous.

M. Collet, No, 83 Boulevard de Strasboury,
is nnotoer of the largest wheat dealers in
Havre, Ho said the deficit in the har-
vests  of France Is  “sufticient to
keep up the price of wheat,
notwithstanding thea large crops of
Amerien. Had BEurope produced ner pro-
portion to the United States, prices would
now be 20 per cent below what they are. At
the same time it Is well,"’ he remarked, *that
already French deulers have made wise pro-
visions and have pought considerable quanti-
ties of wheat from Culifornia, lIndin, Chili
aad Lu Plata.

Buying in Every Port.

*“These quantitics which have been bought
aod which have arrived during the past
month, or will arrive, have prevented the
rise which many had counted upon, thunks
to these large purchases. At the prosent
rates, it seems dificult to imagine how a
corner could boe formed in the Unitod States
with such enormaous crops as  they
have there, A corner  can  only  be
sasily  formed where the suoply s
limited, Porhaps prices will rise in January
or February. Another nard fall in the price
s impossivle, During the pust few days
there hus been o rise of about | frase per 100
liilos in wheat. To give you an idea of the
supply now reacning us, I may mention that
during this weelk as much a8 200,000 sucks
from Califoruia were landed 1o one duy in
this market. I consider the market to ba
very sound,”

Attention was noxt turned to Pans,
Messrs. Waller & Co., who are probably the
lurgest importers in Hussian wheat in Paris,
suid so fur there was no law in Russia pro-
hibiting tne export of wheat, though probi.
bition had effected rye, Since August they
snid they were expecting to bhear momontar-

ily of something of that kind, Ger.
min  markets  had bean much af-
fected by the prohibition of rye, In
case Hussia probibited exporting  whoat the

FEurope would bave to depend oo
the United States, He considered that the
yield of tho United States had  beed oxug-
gerated nnd thought the price was likoely 1o
goup, more especinily in view of the recent
bad wonther here.  Usually the orop of
Franco was 120,000,000 hectolitres This
year it was stated to  be 85,000 by some
und by others only 70,000,000, which would
in the [atter case muke n deticit of 50,000,000
nectalitees,

The representative af the large corn {in-
porting firm of L. Dreyfus & Co. said the
harvest here had been very bad, n fact
nimost n famine.
